In connection v;ith that 
testinony, there were certain Connisrrion Exhibits, 
which’^re printed elsewhere in the Comission reports, 
specifically in Volume XVII, Comicsicn Exhibits 821. S22, 
823, 824, 826, 329 and 830. 

The Commission’s specific <iucstions re£cardinR 
FBI interest, in Oswald and tho answers thereto ax'c con- 
tained in Commission Exhibit 833. A cosnplotc listlnc of 
the contents of tho FBI headquarters file concerning 
Lee Harvey Oswald up to the tine of the assassination of 
President John F. Kennedy on Novenber 22, 1963, is con- 
tained in Commission Exliibit 834. An affidavit by the 
Director of the FBI that hco Harvey Osivald was never an 
iafoi-nant of the FBI appears in Conmission Exhibit 836. 

Commission Exhibit 825 contains affidavits by 
personnel of the FBI, v/ho. because of their assignments, 
would have been responsible for or cegnisant of any attempt 
to develop Lee Harvey Oswald as ar informant of the. FB.l. 

Each of those individua.ls denied a?iy Irnewledgo that 
Oswald was over an informant of the J’BI. 

Those Conniission Exhibits arc mentioned because 
in the past Hocli has indicated hir sus[)ieic!i tliat there was 
some connection between Lee Harvey Oswald and the FBI and 
it is possible that his present request is pointed toward 
discovering evidence of such relaticnship v-hlch. of course, 
did not exist. 

It is noted that Hoch states in his letter of 
April 9, 1971, that ho has received no r<;EO(jnse to his ’ ■ 
request of December 9, 1970. This Burcaxj’s cbs'rvatiras 
concerning Hoch's December 9 j'eqxiert were c<:»atai\iec? in the 
letter to you dated January 4, 1971, capticiicrl "FaGedom of 
Infomatioii Act; Request of Paul L. Hoch." 

Tliore arc rat\irnec hcre’.vith the two conics of 
Hr. Hoch's letter w’ith its enclosures. It is j-ccomnended 
that Mr. Hoch's request be denied.
